A Pace of His tort. — There is no passage 
in history which is more deeply interesting 
none on which the pen of the historian will 
dwell with more eloquence, than that which 
relates to the condition of the United States, 
its army, and ita capital, on the last day of 
Angnst, 1862. Th? report of Gen. Mc'Jlellan 
now, fortUe first time, collects and makes clear 
the various incidents which are to fill this 
important page in our national record. We 
regret that the Congressional edition, the Re- 
bellion Record edition, and other cheap edi- 
tions of the report are incomplete and inaccu- 
rate, omitting entirely soma portions which 
present the meat interesting and important 
"fiew of the relations of Gon. McCiellan to the 
Cabinet, the army, and the couatry. Th: edi- 
tion published under Gen. McClelian's au- 
thority is accurate. The omission was doubt- 
less unintentional, some page3 of copy having 
•fallen from a compositor's desk, or boon rnii- 
laid, ia the government printing office, and 
the re-printers who have followed that edition 
have produced imperfect copies. 

General McCiellan was not at that time re- 
moved from the command of the army, but 
the army was removed from his command by 
an ingenious device of the War Department 
He was treated with contemptuous indiffer- 
ence by General Halleck. When ordered to 
abandon the Peninsula he was so anxious for 
an interview with General Halleck, and a 
fiee consultation, tht-.the proceeded from Har- 
rison's Bovto the nearest telegraph station, 
and there finding that the wires were broken 
under water, he crossed Chesapeake Bay, 
arriving at Cherry Stone Inlet, on 
the east shore, about midnight. Ho 
immediately telegraphed to Washington, 
informing General Halleck that he hid 
come all this distance to consult with 
him, and requested him to come to the War 
Department end of the wire. General Hal- 
leck came, and cent a brief and somewhat ill- 
humored reply. While General JlcClellaa 
was deciphering this reply (it wa3 in their 
private cipher), tho .operator informed him 
that General Halleck had left the Washington 
office without so much as saying gooi-nignt, 
and that further tjlegraphing waj useless! 
General McOkUan returned to his army, 
brought it away from the ssone of ita noble 
exploits, stood himself, last man of all, on the 
dew: ted ground, and kit the peninsula with 
the conviction that a great error was in pro- 
gress at Washington. At Fort Monroe he 
wrote a despatch to General Halleck, mourn- 
fully eloquent, speaking of the services of his 
1 rave army and brgging Halleck to recognize 
tttltV. He said:. 

Please i-ay a kind *vo.d to mr army, that t can re- 
l>->rl to ibem In general orders in reitsrd to their cou- 
■luct at Yorktovrti, Williamsburg, West I'oint, Hano- 
ver Ccurthuitse, oi.d on the CMrki.homlny.as well' as 
in regard io the seven oaya ami the rui-i-nt retieat.

erily they did deserve it. They were an 
army of heroes, brought home from fields of 
as gallant fighting as the world ever saw. 
But there was to reply to tho request of their 
Genera). They received no kind word, no 
cheer, no thanks. They were hurried home, 
tobeLurlei into the jaws of death under a 
commander selected to displace th; General 
wLo hr.d hitherto shared th=ir fortunes. Mc- 
Ciellan came to Alexandria. What was his 
position and lelatiou to tho army ? He him- 
self did not know. The process of depriving 
him of his command wa3 going forward. 
Pope's Arruy of Virginia absorbed the Army 
of the Potomac. For seven day3 that noble 
arn\v disappear? from history. It had no ex- 
istence. -McCiellan was left at Alexandria, 
still the commanding general of the Army of 
thePotomic, but there is an eloquence which 
every heart must feol in his simple narrative 
of what remained to him of his once magni- 
ficent command. Less than one hundred men, 
many of these invalids and wounded men, 
were the Eo'.e representatives of tho Army of 
the Potomac:! Sograud is the contrast which 
this narrative affords between the days vrhich 
preceded and those which followed the last of 
August, that it may by some he 3U3poctei as 
intentional that the narrative is omitted from 
the incomplete editions of tho Report. But 
we prefer to regard it as accidentia!, especial- 
ly in view of other and numerous errors 
which occur in tie same editions. 

The secret history of political mano^uvrinj 
at Washington at thia time would, if nude 
public, explain the whole responsibility for the 
disastrous campaign of Pope. The blool of 
our thousand", lost on those fatal plainsof Ma- 
nassas is directly chargeable on the intrigues 
of Wnsbingtou politicians of the radical par- 
ty, who only desired to remove McCiellan 
from the publi c vie w, because they feared that 
the splendor ot his genius, the devotion of his 
army, the rosbleness of his character, might 
bfiag him before the people as a fit man to 
lead the whole ttatioc through war to peace 
and union under the Constitution. For this 
ey intrigued, and lor this they have wasted 
tilonsands on thousands of young live3 poured 
out on fruitless battle-fields. And some of this 
secret history maybe recovered from a close 
examination of the dec-patches and orders 
issued at Washington, between the 29th Au- 
gust end the 2d September, 1862. Five day3 
brief time, but filled with great events. The 
politicians had succeeded, McCiellan wa3 de- 
baEed and disgraced. He asks Halleck for 
specific orders as to what he is to do at Alex- 
andria. Halleck replies, giving general orders 
and finding fault. "Ammunition, and partic- 
ularly Tor artillery, must be immediately sent 
forward to Centreville for General Pope. It 
must be done with all possible despatch " tel- 
egraphs Halleck, ot 1 45 o'clock, on tho' 30th 
McCiellan replies at 2.10. "I know nothing 
of the calibre of Pope's artillery. All I can 
do is to direct my ordnance officer to load ud 
nil wagor-.s sent to him." Halleck finds fault 
that Franklin was not sooner sent forward 
McCiellan replies that Franklin had no trans- 
portation, and dually marched without wag- 
ons, and of course without ammunition or 
subsistence. 

Then McCiellan sends a despatch which will 
be memorable in all future times: 

I cannot exprossto you the pain and morti Oration I 
bare experienced to-day in listening tu tho u j. , 
sound ot the liring of my men. As I can l«,,f

No sleep that long night ia the little cam P 
at Alexandria. Every moment they eXDBCt- 
ed the answer permitting them to share The 
fate of the army— a fate which all the wisest 
soldiers were boking to with the most solemn 
apprehensions. But no answer ca-ne Not 
even the common courtesy of a reply was 
given till the next day came HaHecVi cold 
despatch:

It was tco much trouble for any one in

Hni *e insults were not vet ended. Tois 
.ame day, the 31st August, General nalleck 
telegraphs McCiellan: 

ABmar.y a. rowibl. of the now regiment, .houl.l i M 
prepared to tako the held. remans soino more should 
be sent to tho vicinity ot Chain Bddso. 

McCiellan re] Ue3 that it is Gen. Casey's 
province to attend to thj new regiments, and 
Gen. Bernards to order others to Ch.-in 
Bridge. "By the War Department order I 
have no right to give them orders." Here 
Wfl3 one of those very common Washington 
complications under the present miaa- enj ■• 
"I have not seen, the order/'^rtpliea'tlftUeck! 



It was the last iissnlt of the War Department, 
that order, devised in the same spirit which a 
few weeks later dictated the order i ending the 
victor cf South Mountain and Antiotam to re- 
port at Trenton. The order was decisive. 
"General McCiellan commands that portion 
of the Army of the Potomac that has not 
been sent forward to Gen. Pope's command." 
How they must have chuckled at the War 
Department over the keen wit of this order. 
It was issued on the afternoon of August 30th, 
and after tho receipt from General McCiellan 
of his despatch of 2:10 P. M., saying: 

I havo no *harp-*hootera except tho gua»d around 
my camp. 1 novo sent every man but those, and will 
uowseud thsin with tho train a. you direct. 1 will 
I'laoocndmy ouly remaining squadron ot cavalry with 
thUMrml 8nmn or. 1 can do no more. Ton unw hnes 
rvcrtt mint of tht Army tht Potomac who U tcithin my 
reach. 

Certainly it was sharp satire, very keen and 
biting wit, which dictated, after that last sen- 
tence, the words of the order: "Gen. McCiel- 
lan commands that portion of the Army of 
the Potomac that has not been sent forwafd!" 

But the morning of the Sift brought to 
Washington some startling intelligence. Hal- 
leck had been for four day3 busy reducing 
McClelian's position, finding fault, neglecting, 
and even insulting him. The President and 
Secretary of War had yielded to the radical 
politicians who were hounding the yoaug 
General, and, on the evening of the 30th, 
when the War Department issued its order, 
Washington radicalism was jubilant, and all 
believed that there was truth in Pope's de- 
spatches, and that be was sweeping the rebel 
mmy with the besom of destruction. Mc- 
Ciellan was down, and a great victory won 
by Popo. Men who were in Washington that 
night will remember the triumph of the radi- 
cal faction. But the next day a change came 
over the spirit of the radical dream. Halleck 
telegraphs McC.ellan that he had not seea the 
ordtT, and ho evidently begins to think that 
possibly they have been a little too fast in 
WathingtOD. The news from Pope is not rose- 
colored to-day. McCiellan begins to loom up 
again in the minds of the managers.

So says Gen. Halleck at 10 7 P.M. on the 
31st. Well he might be tired. The experi- 
ment bad failed. The whole plan of abandon- 
ing tho peninsular campaign and disgracing 
McCiellan was proving a disastrous failure. 
The "ability and experience'' of McCiellan 
was now worth thinkiog of once more. At 
half- past eleven that night McCiellan tele- 
graphs Halleck that Pope is defeated, the road 
tilled with wagons and stragglers coming to- 
ward Alexandria, that Pope's right is entirely 
exposed, and that he fears the gravest conse- 
quences. He adds: "To speak frankly — and 
the occasion requires it — there appears to be a 
total absence of brains, and I fear the total de- 
s^nction of the army.' 

"I shall be up nil night," s*ys McCiellan 
from Alexaodtia. "I shall be up all night," 
says Halleck from Washington. It was a fear- 
ful night. The morning brought truth from 
Pope's army and wisdom to the heads iu 
Washington. MeClcllan is seat for. All day 
disastrous intelligence come3 in. Mc'Jlellan 
is ordered to take command of the defences of 
Washington, but his orders are limited. They 
do noiTet dare to face the indignation of the 
radical politicians, who would have seen 
Washington cVstroyed rather than McCle'.lia 
restored. But the morning of the 2d leaves 
Ihtui in doubt no longer. The hope of the na- 
tion hangs on the man they had disgraced 
and ridiculed on the 30th. The President and 
Gereral Halleck seek McCiellan at bis honse 
and "commit everything" to his hands, direct- 
ing hie to go out and meet the returning 
army. 

The crossing of the Potomac that day by 
McClelian is a scene for long remembrance. 
The shouts that went rolling over the hills, the 
exultation of men who bad regarded them- 
selves as doomed, but who now welcomed 
order, wisdom, genius, "ability and experi- 
ence," all which they had proved and known 
— this he3 been described and is recorded 
How the general took the shattered army, re- 
stored its riorale, led it into- Maryland, and in 
fourteen days won the victories -of S^u'h 
Mountain nnd Antictam; how Hal feck com- 
plained of his slow march to South "Mountain, 
and radicals everywhere growled sullenly 
over the salvation of the capital by McCiel- 
lan — this is already history. 

Briiisr and American Claims— Ties BBrf- 
l. it Goverhment Declines to he Responsi- 
ble ran Tits Depredations of the Alauxma. 
In the House of Lords, February 16th, the 
Karl of Carnarvon, ia moving for a return of 
claims mnde by British subjects upon the 
United States Government, sustained either 
in person or property since the secession of the 
Southern States, nnd fofany further informa- 
tion as to claims made by the United Scatos 
Government upon Her Majesty's Government 
for demcges alleged to'be done to American 
ships by the Alabama/tnd other Confederate 
cruisers, urged their prompt settlement. He 
said: 

There are two classes of politicians, as this 
House must know ia America, who look at 
this matter from different points. One class— 
ccmposed of, I believe, honest men, tu' men 
holding, as I think, very mistaken viewt — r.re 
convinced that the Alabama sailed from these 
sboies through the fault and negligence of her 
Mnj< sty's Government, nnd hold us accoant- 
able for the demage which she has done to the 
Arteri. au marine. The American estimate of 
the amount cf that damage is a very heavy 
one. According to that estimate, 113 Ameri- 
can ships were destroyed or bonded from the 
time of the sailing of the Alabama to the Sjfttb 
of June, 136B. The tonnage of tb.03e Bhips is 
stated to be 51,292 tons, which, at a valuation 
of lof. per ton, amounts in money to a loss of 
612,920'. To this is added a sum of 20/. per 
too, making a total of 1,100 000/. ai the value 
of the cargoes, nnd a sum of 700,000'. for Cni- 
neee cargoes, which brings up the entire loss 
to 2,112,920/. I do not know whether this is 
a correct estimate; but there can ba no doubt 
that great injury has been done to Ameri- 
can commerce. This is shown by tho Heavy 
rates for insurance. (Hear, hear.) Well, my 
lords, the class of American politicians to 
whom I have already alluded are smarting 
under a sense of personal injury, and they 
urge their claims against our government in 
no n casurcd language. And I must say that 
the Government ot America, from whatever 
motive, have so icDt themselvcj to their views 
that hereafter, when thi3 sum grows up and 
becomes a very much larger ono, it will be 
absolutely impossible for that Government to 
restrain the mnchinery which they them- 
selves put in motion. (Hear, hear.) I there- 
fore tbmk it is most important that her Maj- 
esty's Government ahould bring this matter 
to a settlement one way or the other. The 
second class of American politicians to whom 
I bav« alluded wish that these claims Bhould 
be withheld until tho day of America's op- 
portunity, when she should offer us hostility 
or national humiliation. And, my lords, in 
our political intercourse with America, if 
there be any conclusion which we ottsht to 
hate drawn — any lesson which we ou^ht to 
have learned — it is this, that the policy ot 
English statesmanship ought to be to limit 
three debatable questions and not allow th in 
to be kept open. 

Bail Russell in reply said: 

My Lords, Her Majesty's Government have 
always maintained that they were in no way 
rtspotaible for the hostilities ngaiast the mer- 
chant sbip3 of the United States committed by 
the Alabama. (Hear, hoar.) We have main- 
tained that position from the beginning; we 
thai] maintain it to the end. The noble earl 
seems to suppose that in a letter of mine of 
the 2'Uh of October I admitted that these 
questions would efterward3 be referred to a 
cciumission. My Lords, I admitted nothing 
of the kind. (Hear, hear.) I stated then, as 
I have always stated, that Her Majesty's Go v- 
ernment was not respousible for tho acts of 
the Alabama. The United States Minister 
may have in view some kind of commission 
or arbitration; Her Majesty's Government 
have never consented, and never would con- 
sent, to a commission or arbitration. (Hear, 
hear.) According to all the principles of 
international law, Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment are in no way responsible for the 
doings of the vessel referred to. There ha b 
been n question of a commission, but we liavo 
always the tight that a commission would be 
of no use because the United States Govern- 
ment would be sure to propose that the case 
of the Alabama should be rofcrred to the com- 
mission, and it is quite impossible that we 
could consent to that. Therefore we have 
never proposed what under ordinary circum- 
stances would be a proper course — we have 
never proposed a commission to consider the 
respective claims of the subjects of each coun- 
try, and which the United States Government 
intimated they were ready to agree to, became 
we knew that it would be proposed to include 
the case of the Alabama, which we were de- 
termined cot to consent to. tnear, hear.] I6ay, 
therefore, the Government may wei! await the 
time when a calm consideration cf the prk- 
ciples involved in the case of the Alabama 
can be given. Every one is aware that for a 
long time there had been great excitement in 
America upon the subject of the Alabama, 
that she had been called a British pirate, nad 
the American nation hid been roused to 
anger against this country for the doings of 
the Alabama. I say that when the United 
States Government say they do not wish to 
press that question further now, it is fair to 
believe that a time may come when the 
United SAte3 Government, considering all 
the precedents laid down by their own judges 
as we'.l as by British judges, will be satisfied 
thU tbey have nri claims ofraina' this country 
on account of the A'abfuna. H t expression 



was cot intended to convey the notion that 
the British Government would change their 
minds, but that the United States Govern- 
ment would change tbeir3 when the excite- 
ment of the moment had pa3sed away. There- 
tore, I go on to say : 

"The British Government must decline to 
be responsible for the acts of parties who fit 
out a Eeeming merchant ship, send her to a 
port or to waters far from the jurisdiction of 
British courts, and there commission, equip, 
and man her as a vessel of war." 

And I further say that if "an admitted 
principle was thus made elastic to meet a par- 
ticular case, the trade of shipbuilding in this 
country would beseriously embarrassed." The 
coble earl, in a manner unaccountable to me 
— for it never, from the time I wrote that let- 
ter until now, occurred to me that such a 
meaning could be applied to it, and that it 
could be understood as admitting a future ex- 
amination of this case — the noble earl says it 
is desirable that these cases ehould not be kept 
open, bnt that they should be settled at once. 
I quite agree with him if there is any way in 
which they can be settled. The Ameri- 
can Government say3 "we have a clear 
and undoubted case for reparation oa 
account of the Alabama." We say "we 
have a clear and undoubted case for 
refusing reparation in the ce.se of the Ala- 
bama. Who is to be the arbitrators unless we 
resort to that method of arbitration which the 
noble earl thinks 1 agree to? In no way can 
this question be settled unless tho United 
States should push us to the verge of war for 
the purpose of getting this question settled. 
The United States Government say; "We 
have a good case, but wc are ready to keep it 
in abeyance, and to continue oa terms of 
amity and friendly relations with Great Brit- 
ain if Great Britain will consent to do 30." 
Am I to say. "We will not agree to any- 
thing of the fort. Why do you not make war 
upon us? Why not push your claims to the 
utmost extremity?" That is the case of the 
noble ear!. He says it is desirable to h ive 
these questions settled, and not to have them 
hanging over us. It is desirable indeed: but 
how is it to be done while the positions of the 
two countries are so entirely opposed? 

I consider that, having passed a law to pro- 
vent the enlistment of Her Majesty's subjects 
in the service of a foreign power, to prevent 
the fitting out or equipping, within Her Maj- 
esty's dominions, of vessels for wariike pur- 
poses without Her Majesty's sanction— I say, 
that, having passed such a law in the year 
1819, it is a scandal and reproach that one of 
the belligerents in this American contest has 
been enabled, at the order of the Confederate 
Government, to fit out a vessel at Liverpool in 
Euch a way that she was capable of being 
mptie a vessel of war; that, after going to an- 
other pert ia Her Majesty 's dominions to ship 
a portion of her crew, she proceeded to a port 
in Ecutrnl territory, and there comple ted her 
crew and equipped as a vessel of war, 
so that she has since been able to ctp- 
ture and destroy innocent merchant ves- 
sels belonging to tho other belligerent. 
(Hear.) Having been thai equipped 
by an evasion of the law, I say it is a scan- 
dal to our law that we should not be able to 
prevent such belligerent operations. [Hear, 
hear.] I venture to say so much because at 
the Foreign-office I feel this to be very incon- 
venient. If you choose to say, as you might 
have said iu former times, "Let vessels bs li:- 
ttd out and sold; let a vessel go to Charleston 
ar.d there te sold to anyagentof the Confeder- 
ate Government," I could understand such a 
etate of things. But if we have a law to prevent 
the fitting out of warlike vesso's without a li- 
cense of Her Majesty, I do say the case of the 
Alabama is a scandal and a reproach. A very 
learned jurige has paid that we miorht drive, 
not a coach and six, but a whole fleet 
of ships through that Act of Parliament. 
If that be a correct description of 
our law, then 1 say we ought to 
have tie law made more clear and intelligi- 
ble. Tbis law was said to be passed to secura 
the peace and welfare of this nation, and I 
trust it may be found in the end sufficient for 
that purpose. I say, however, th >t» while the 
law remains in its present state its purpose is 
obviously defeated, and its enac'meats made 
of no effect, by British subjects who defy the 
Queen's proclamation of neutrality. To these 
observations I will onl} 1 add that, if th? nob^ 
Earl wishes for any other papers relating to 
the Alabama — I believe there is only one — I 
should be willing to give it, bat as to the folio 
volume of papers to which I have before re- 
ferred, I hope tho noble Earl will not press 
for tbeir production. 

AN ORDINANCE 

To^prcvent the erection of wooden buildings 
in the city of Louisville, whereby perma- 
nent and valuable properly may be subject 
to damage by fire. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained bv the General Covn- 
til of the City of Louisville, That hereafter 
no building, or addition to a building, the out- 
er walls of which are constructed in whole or 
in part of wood, shall be orected iu the city, 
whereby valuable and permanent improve- 
ments may be subject to damage by lire. 

Sec. 2. Hereafter no wooden building shall 
be removed to any point within the city, 
whereby valuable and permanent improve- 
ments may be subject to damage by fira. 

Sec. 3. Whoever shall in person, or by any 
other person or persons, violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance Ehall be fined not 
Icxs than fifty nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, and any building or addition to a build- 
ing, erected or removed contrary to IHis ordi- 
nance, shall be removed by the owner or own- 
ers thereof, under penalty of not less than five 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars lor each day 
that said buildrt>g is allowed to remain in the 
c i i y limit*, 

Sec. 4. All ordinances in conflict herewith 
lie and the same are hereby repealed.

Glandjrs Amoxc; IIoksis, — This disease 
among horses is quite prevalent iu parts of 
New Jeifcy, and has attracted the lUenttOu 
of the farmers. Last week a meeting of citi- 
zens of Burlington county waa held for the 
purpose of adopiiig measures to arrest the 
fcpread of the glandcs among horses, which 
it was feaitl was introduced by the recent 
sale of condemned government liorses. Prof. 
R. Gennujgs addressed the meeting, proving 
the conti.gious character of glanders, its com- 
munication from horse to horse, and from 
horse to man, showing from statistics the 
death of over two hundred human beings 
from glanders alone, communicated from the 
horse. These were principally horse shoers 
and hostlers. After which a committee was 
appointed to have a bill prepared and pre- 
sented to the State Legislature now in ses- 
sion, to prevent any person or persons from 
exposing in any street", road, or public place, 
or offering for salo, or -keeping in his or their 
possession, or on his or their premises, any 
horse or other animal afflicted with glanders, 
etc.

The general order promulgating the ap- 
pointment of Grant as- Lieutenant-General, 
first recites the recent action of Congress, 
and then announces the appointment of Grant. 
In the language of the law it declares he is 
authorized, under direction and during the 
pleasure of the President, to command the 
armies of the United States. 

Gen. Gilmore'3 despatch concerning thejre- 
cent battle in Florida do not affirm that he 
had any orders from the. President or any 
body else to undertake the- expedition. He 
had authority granted last December to make 
Bitch expeditions on the main land as he deem- 
ed advisable. He had also instructions a3 to 
the treatment of Florida after the rebels were 
expelled. 

The tug bearing Kilpatrick's and Butler's 
despatches was attacked and taken possession 
of by fifty men after it had reached Cherry, 
Stone Landing. The captors did not come 
from tho other side of the bay, but were resi- 
dents of Northampton and Accomec counties. 
They left with the tug for parts unknown. 

The changes in the command of the Army 
of the Potomac announced as impending 
some days since will probably be made upon 
the arrival of Gea. Grant. 

There is food reason to believe that Gen. 
Meade will be displaced. 

The expedition of Gen. Kilpatrlck had the 
effect of scaring Richmond if nothing more. 
The rebel journals contain bewildering and 
bewildered accounts of cavalry operations. 

They record, that, at Frederick Hall, the 
Yankees tore up the railroad for some dis- 
tance, carried away several officeis and eight 
pieces of artillery, besides doing much other 
damage : that, from Frederick Hall, our col- 
umn moved to James River Canal and burnt 
the farm buildings cf Seddon, rebel Secretary 
of War, and a large number of mills. Anoth- 
er column came to Ashland and appeared 
within Bix miles of Richmond on the 1st inst., 
and, alter a two hours' fight, they withdrew 
toward Mechanicaville, btiniiag the trestle- 
work of the Central Railroad over the Caick- 
ahominy. 

The Richmond Whig thinks that the dosiga 
of the expedition, beside the destruction of 
property, was to release prisoners, and that 
the plan miscarried, through the treachery or 
ignorance of the negro guide, and that they 
bave won the title to considerable boldness to 
say the lea3t.

KICK-A JACIC CAVI. 

Thiscclebrated cave is situated in the rao3t 
easttrn corner of Tennessee, and is one of the 
most remarkable works of nature in existence. 
It is one hundred andlhirty miles from Na3h- 
ville, on the Nashville and Chattanooga rail- 
road. The adjacent station to the cave s 
Shellmound. The first look at this cave does 
not impress one with its wonderful magni- 
tude. The frent is somewhat irre gular, and of 
a b: own grayish granite rock. The opening 
isebout torty feet high and someone hundred 
and thirty feet in width. Oa entering, you 
begin to think you are in the deserted resi- 
dence of giants Nature tossed everything 
ubout, as If in disdain and defiance of earthly 
architects. The cave is said to extend nine 
miles back, but four miles is the furthest any 
explorer hasbeea known to reach. Fromtha 
nir.in road, if I might so speak, there are vast 
veins of nice, soil eat ih, in which may be 
seen saltpetre, mixed in large quantities, 
and looking exactly like soda. Ttte rebels, 
ere they were driven from thi3 stronghold, 
worked the mine extensively in procuring 
this, to them, invaluable article One hun- 
dred men were engaged, and the tracs 
of ttese excavations are fresh jet. It 
is estimated that they procured one thou- 
sand pounds per week of pure saltpetre, with 
even their rough implements, and poor means 
of procuring it. Through the cave runs a 
pure, clear, crystal little rivsr from three to 
live feet deep, and from six to thirty feet wide. 
Sailing in a little light canoe, half filled with 
water, you can paddle up tbe stream one mile 
and a half, when you come to the solid gntn- 
ite, and a stand still. The rivor gushes from 
out the rock, and no one knows wnence 
f.oni. In it are a tiny little eyeless fish 
csll-d Molly-crawlbottoms. How wise and 
provident la Nature in adapting ail things 
to the Yemen's at/out them. In tha 
ca=t> are some ootable pbicfs, a-tcn

On the 12th inst. our district commander, , 
Col. Gallup, with his usual sympathy for suf- 
fering Unionists, sent a scout over' into West- 
ern Virginia to rid the citizens of the unscru- 
pulous Col. Ferguson, who, with his plunder- 
ing band, had pillaged the country until even 
tbe WOfflefc and children were brought to star- 
vation.

Gallop treated tbe messatre with that silent 
contempt which it deserved. His silence was 
tsken for acquiescence by the other party. So 
the wily old fox was allowed to play around 
until he met with an unpleasaut surprise iu 
the cauturo of himself and command. This 
happtLcd in th? following manner: A{ dark 
o the evening of the 12th a p.-:t:on cf thiso 
t oops left camp under lead of tbe district 
commander, and marched ail nijiht in an 
easterly course. At dawn next morning the 
f'tce was divided into two detachments. 
C I. Guliup at ihej heat! of one, pursued^*, 
t ail whii-h led toward* Wayne Court-bous», 
oroeting bis senior Captain, J. C. Collin'.wi'.h 
the other, to scout through the hills in the 
oppesite direction, and follow any track which 
he supposed would bring him in collision with 
the enemy. This enterprising young cfliceri 
whose quickness of perception is equalled by 
Lis celerity 'ctlon, !s is sharp scented oa a- 
lebel trail" as the hound in chase of a 1. re. 
He was attended by Capt. ft m. Bartrum, who 
.is as quiet and unassuming 83 he is faithful 
and re'olnte. and the trusty Lieutenant Os- 
tornr. Ttese efficers, at tho head of compa- 
nies B, G, and H, soon succeeded in 
discovering among the dead leaves signs 
of marchicf catar-, which 1<*1 tuem «ome 
eight milc3 farther into tbe uninhabited hills, 
to a famous rebel rendezvous known as the 
Reck House. This is a concealed reces , 
s'iclteied by an orchard and CTerhanring 
rock in the ?ide of a steep cliff which bounds 
it on the west. On the northern and eastern 
tides the surface slopes to the edge of the 
cave, where there is an almost perpendicular 
oflstt of some fifteen or twenty feet. Ia this 
place, end iu the ravine a few steps below, tbe 
lebels were bu6y chopping wood, coyking 
rations, and guarding prisoners. When our 
forces resetted the summit of tho hill, OaDt 
Collins o-dered the striot'st silence, deployed 
his meu in skitmish'ng line, directing them, 
when they bad sileutly surrounded the cave, 
lo p;7e a shout as the signal of attack. As soon 
fs the figr.al was given, Copt. Bartrum a'epped 
to the edge of the precipice nnd demanded 
an unconditional surrender. The astonished 
libels Instantly sprang toward their guns, 
■whereupon our boys opened on their rank3 a 
■bathing fire, which Boon brought them to 
terms. The fight lasted about four minutes, 
with mortal effect, twelve men being killed, 
and foul others WCOnded — three of them ma> 
tct'.ly. Not one of the attac'ting party was 
bRrmcd. The only sad featur$.in the atlt'r 
was the kilting of three Unbn pti-ontjl who 
wetc in the hands of the rebrls— Capt. I'iack- 
ard, A. Q. M , cf Gea. Scarnmoa's etafl, from 
Altor, ID.; Lieut. Griswold, of the 13th Vir- 
ginia, and a private whose name has esc^p'td 
me. Fifty prisoners were taken, sixteen 
Union prisoners released, eifhty s'anl' of 
arms captured, with all their am nenjoor, 
horses, and subsistence. Colons! fergusta 
was captured _ap»rt from the command, 
by S e;hta Wheeler, a ptjvate of com 
pany G. In Ihe battle of Rook Hor.se, such 
accurate and fatal ehoiting w s don\ that 
o! .sixteen wounded men, and on'y two are 
now livinjr, and cue of these must die; t'ue_ 
counties ol Wavne aud Logan are clearoi byN 
it of th*c plundering guerillas who had been ' 
infesting tbem. The results of tbis success 
ere more important than that of Middle Creek, 
inasmuch as a larger number were killed and 
captured heie than in that engagement — this 
work gratuitously done by the generous and 
efficient Col. Gnlhip; his commnnd has cap- 
tured over one thousand prisoners in this 
valley, nnd he is still pushing the work vigor- 
ously along. 

Lieut Preston, cf the 30lh, who wa3 sent 
up Sandy on a scout a short time since, re- 
turned on the 22d with eleven prisoners. 
Reuben Patrick, a contract scout, broujht in 
a rebel captain and ten privates the same day. 
Lieutenant Brown, of Company G, 14th, 
with twenty- five mm, left ou the 18th, 
for Cat's Fork to brrak up a thieving baud 
whic h had been disturbing that quarter. He 
returned the following day, having killed one 
and captured two of the marauders. Cap'. 
Cha.les A. Wood, of Louisville, of the Htb, 
is having fine success recruiting veterans in 
this brigade. Lieutenant-Colonel Brown, of 
Frankfort, is ■now in command of the 14th. 
In camp he is jolly, genial, and generoiu, and 
Lis military qualities are best estimated by 
those who have seen his commanding coolness 
in the excitement of battle, aud his unshrink- 
ing intrepidity when exposed to a heavy fire. 
The regiment is proud of him, and may well 
be of such a "noble Roman.'' Major Yate3, 
Medical Director of this district, informed Lie 
writer tc-day that be had seen a deserter from 
the rebels whom he knew to he reliable. This 
man brings news that John Morgan is collect- 
ing a force of 20,ono cavalry at Abingdon V*., 
preparatory to a raid into tbia State. 



A Vinekable Coci'LE. — There now resides 
at Buzetta, Trumbull county, Ohio, a Mr. 
Marvin and his wife, whose united at;es 
amount to one hundred and seventy-five 
years, and they have not only been blessed 
with a bale old age, but also with an extraor- 
dinary lease of their matrrimonial union. Oa 
the 22d January they commemorated the 
sixty-seventh anniversary of their wedded 
life.

THE AGITATION IN EUROPE.

Pahis, Friday, Feb. 12, 1861. 

The delates in the British Parliament hare 
cleared up, as fcr as they adrnit of being 
cleared ap at the present irtomcn', the two 
points which have been so long hanging in 
suspense in the politics cf Europe. We bow 
now, with a certain degree of distinctness 
two things which wc wore to a great extent 
ignorant cf a week ago. We know that Eng- 
land do. snot intend to interfere actively. in 
the quarrel between Germany and Denmark, 
end wc know also what the two leading pow- 
ers of the former nation "profess" to make the 
basis and object of their incursion in'o the tcr- 
1 itoric 1 of ihe latter. Nothing could bo more 
opportune fcr the party whom it most concern- 
ed than the moment at which this last men- 
tioned p'ofession was elicited from those who 
made it. Eer it appca s that it was only a 
\irx few hoars before my Lords Palmerston 
i nd Russell were summoned to get upon their j 
legs and put the Rritish nation, and especially 1 
(ho Mritish Oppoti ion, in pouession of what 1 
they were about to do,~and whether anything j 
like a formal declaration of their intentions iu ! 
the invasion of Sthtcswig hid been obtained ! 
from the powers which arc now engaged in it. | 
What tic purpos: cf JCnglund was, in cass 
her hist categorical d mand.for information 
bad been replied to differently, it booLj not 
now, peihaps, that the contingency has not 
arisen, to inquire. Probably very much tho 
same as that vUiich sic f ill announces it to be, 
viz., to do nothing. Ilo.vcver, the intimation 
given ty Pru;sia nnd Austria, at the last mo- 
ment, and wi h so mtteh circumlocution aud 
obscurity of meaning, that they do in somo 
degree recognize the treaty of 1852, aud in 
not avowedly contemplating the dismember- 
ment of [he Danish monarchy, has allowed the 
British niin'stcrs, with some less degree of in- 
consistency after the language they havo in- 
dulged in, to back out of their hlu.tcring at- 
titude. The natural cirucqucncc of this de- 
monstration has been to renew the public con- 
fidence in the general preserrntiorf of peaces, 
and in the possibility .if localizing the strug- 
gle which is actually going on. But every- 
thing at piesent stems to he alverto to the i at 
Danish cause. In the first place, no one in 
this country seems to attach the sl : ghtest coa- 
f.elcnce to the piofcssions of Austria and Pnts 
sia that tbey will respect the integrity of tho 
Danish monarchy, or uphold the cond tions of 
the trc;ty of lt?52. "No one in EuropV'says 
the iJelats, this morning, echoing ia.this res- 
pect the public feeling — "No one iu Earorc 
believes that these powers have occupied 
Schleswig only as a mattial guaranty against 
its being incorporated with Denmark un- 
der the Constitution of November. No one 
entertains the smallest doubt that the treaty 
ot" lt:52 has been interred in the same sepul- 
chre where so meny of its predecessor! lie de- 
funct and buried." And this may bj s.tii to 
be the view almost universally taken of what 
is going on. The fault cf it is almost as uoi. 
vereally luid upon the English by the French 
jcnple. For, cs the Emperor significantly 
hinted in his caulions letter to tha Prince of 
Angcstcnburg, although Franc; might At first 
side with Germany as far as Hols vin is con- 
cerned, on the "nationality" principle; yet,, he 
intimated, if she secsJSch lswi jalsoov, mm, and 
one 1 mall nnd brave nati.n crushed by two 
great ones, her sympathies will spcodiiy l>c 
aroinvil for the weaker por.y. And such is in 
fact bee ming the cas-, and England heirs 
the lilonic of what is new happening. For 
you, the Trench tay to the English, might 
huve assisted the Daces with a fc v troops and 
likockadei ttc Gcrmin ports (Mich o> they arc) 
with your fleet, Bit 1 - out any nccossity of ths 
war becoming thereby further generalized. 
But if v.c 1 ad marched an army to the Rhine 
lor the tame pnrpoar, ertHjr one is sarc of what 
must lave been the inevitable consequences of 
such a step. 

M' uowliilc, as ycu will Icara, the Danes 
lave scarcely a soloier I ft in the d'sputtd ter- 
ritory. Comilct-.ly outflanked by the masses 
io front of hun, end embarrass :d by the ex- 
tent of the foriif.entions to be dtfended, Gen- 
crul De Mey.ii has be n only too glad lo rescue 
his entire army from dest action by a rapid re- 
tr-nit •<> the northern extremity cf the Duchy 
and the irontijrs of Jutland. Tec step nt first 
naturally excited a great outcry among the 
citilfons of Copenhagen; but wc now learn 
the.- it.ttxs vpgi.i'dud by 11. liury pj.cn, as a- «u&> 
ter of inch imperious neccss'ty as fo have 
teen voted by a majority of ten" to ons in a 
council of war. Such tf.cn is the present po 
sition of this w^ariscma question. No h.lp 
eotairg either fiom England or elsewhere; no 
confidence whatever placed in the professions 
of AtKtiia and Prussia with regard fo the ulti- 
mate objects of their invasion; and hstly, the 
Dams compelled lolly to their island refuge, I 
before vastly superior forces. They are 6 up- 1 
posed to have reached the is!? nd cf AUca in 
safety, and there to tc fortifying thcTisc'lvcs, 
as in 1P48. Their only chance seeing to ba to ' 
lima s tho occupiers cf Schleswig from that j 
pcsit:on, blockade the Gciman ports with their \ 
fleet, at d ihua wait indefinitely the chances 
which may turn up fof them, either In the dis- 
tuicn of the Germans o-'tkc m as 11 res ef das.

General 
Polk has been all the while in Sherman's 
vicinity, and the Richmond Examiner of the 
26th ult., thirteen days after the 13th, spoke 
of a despatch direct from Polk to the rebel 
War Department, mentioning Sherman's 
movements but making no allusion whatever 
to any battle.

6ts£T Shortly after the opening of the 
current session of Congress, Mr. ilolman, a 
Democratic Representative from Indiana, 
introduced the following resolutions in the 
Houte: 

Resolved, That the dee'rine recently an- 
nounced, that the Stales in which an armed 
insurrection bits existed against the Federi! 
Government have ceased to bs States of the 
Unftjb, and shall be held, on the ultimate de- 
feat Or that iusurrection, as Territories or 
subjugated provinces, and governed as snch 
by theabsoluiewitl of Congress and the Fed- 
eral Executive, or restored to the Union on 
conditions unknown to the Constitution of 
the United States, ought to bo rebuked and 
condemned as niarrife,tly unjust to the loyal 
citizens of thoie States, tending to prolong 
the war, and to confirm the treasonable theo- 
ry of secef sion ; and, if carried into effect, 
must greatly endanger the public liberty and 
the constitutional powers and rights of all 
the States, by centralizing and consolidating 
tbe powers of the government, State and 
national, in the Federal Executive. 

Rtsolved, That the only object of the war 
ought to be to subjugate the armed insurrec- 
tion which, for the time being, suspends the 
proper relations of certain States with the 
Federal Government, and to re-establish the 
supremacy of the Constitution; aud theloyal 
citizens cf those States, and the masses of 
the peopio thereof, submitting to the authori- 
ty 01 the Constitution, ought not to be bia- 
rfered from restoting the proper relations of 
their respective States with tbe Federal Gov- 
ernment, to far as the same is dependent on 
the \ oluntary act of the people, by any cen- 
ditiou, extepi unconditional submission to 
the Constitution and laws of the United 
States. In the language heretofore solemnly 
adopted by CoDgress, the war ought not to 
be waged on our part for any purpose of con- 
Wutst or subjugation, or purposed overthrow- 
ing or luteite.ring with the rights or estab- 
lished institutions of \hcce States, but to de- 
fcr.d and maintain the supremacy- of the Con- 
stitution, and- to preserve the Union, with 
sll the dignity, equality, and rights of the 
several States unimpaired; and as sjon as 
those objects are accomplished the war ought 
to cease. 

Resolved, That all necessary and proper ap- 
propriations of money ought to be promptly 
made by this Congress for tbe support of the 
military and naval forces of the government, 
and all measures ot legislation necessary to in- 
crease ..ad promote the efficiency of the Army 
and Navy and to maintain the public credit, 
ought to be adopted, that, through a vigorous 
prosecution of the war, peace on the basis of 
the Union of the States and the supremacy of 
tbe Constitution may be the more speedily ob- 
tained. 

For these resolutions the coaservatives of 
the House voted unanimously. 

At a later rcriod of the session, Mr. G. C. 
Smith, of this State, introduced aseriesof res- 
olutions, embracing the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we hold it to be the duty of 
Congress to pass ail necessary bills to supply 
men and money, and the duty of the people 
to render every aid in their power to the con- 
stituted authorities of the government in the 
crushing out of the rebellion, and in bringing 
the leaders thereof to condign punishment. 

For this resolution the conservatives of the 
House voted unanimously. 

Finally, Mr. Schcnck, of < >hio, introduced 
one day last week the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the present war which this 
government is carrying on against armed in- 
surrectionists and others, banded together un- 
der the name of "southern confederacy," 
was brought on by a wicked and wholly un- 
justifiable rebellion, and all those engaged in 
or aiding or encouraging it are public enemies, 
and should be treated as such. 

Resolved, That this rebellion shall bs ef- 
fectually put down; and that, to prevent the 
recurrence of such rebellions in future, the 
causes wnich led to this one must be perm.i- 
neutly removed. 

Resolved, That, in this struggle which is 
going on for the saving of our country and 
tree government, there is no middle ground 
on which any good citizen or true patriot can 
stand; neutrality, or indifference, or anything 
sboit of a hearty support of the government, 
being a crime, where the ti'isstion is between 
loyalty and treason. 

For these resolutions the conservatives of 
the House voted unanimously, with an un- 
derstanding in relation' to the second clausa of 
the second resolution, however, which is thus 
brought out in the official report of the pro- 
ceedings: 

The first clauseofthe resolution wa3 agreed 
to. 

The Clerk then read the second clause, as 
follows: 

And that, to proveut tho recurrence of such rebel- 
lions in fuure, tho cuu.oa which lud to this one must 
be pel manoutly removed. ' « 

^ Mr. Stevens. I call for the yeas and nays 
on agreeing to that clause of tbe resolution. 

The yeas and nays were ordered. 

Mr. Cox. Would it bo in order to move to 
insert after the words "this one" the words 
"abolitionism and secessionism?' 1 [Laugh- 
ter.] 

Mr. Keiixan. Ob, that means the same 
thing. 

Mr. Cox. Then I will vote for the resolu- 
tion with that understanding. 

Tbe question was then taken, and the second 
clause of the resolution was unanimously 
agreed to. During the roll- call, "Mr. Mallory," 
according to theofhVial tcport, "statsd that he 
had paired off with Mr. Webster, otherwise, 
looking upon abolitionism and secession as tbe 
causes of this rebellion, he should have vot6d 
'aye'." This is of course the understand- 
ing with which the conservatives in general 
voted for the clause. 

Such is the position of the conservatives in 
Corgress. And such is the position of tho 
conservatives out of Congress. It is iden- 
tical with the position of the Union Democ- 
racy of Kentucky. The Northern Dem- 
ocracy as a body have adopted the plat- 
form of the Union Democracy of Kentucky. 
The conservatives of the whole country 
stand upon the Kentucky Platform. Yet 
in the face of this irrefutable fact the radicals 
here and elsiwhere accuse the Northern Dem- 
ocracy as a body of being opposed to the war 
and in favor of peace on the basis of a disso- 
lution of the Unionl What is the secret of 
this notoriously and foully slanderous accu- 
sation? 

On recurring to the excellent resolutions of 
Mr. Holman, it will be seen, that, while the 
final resolution declares in favor of a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war, the two preceding 
resolutions, reaffirming the doctrine of Gov- 
ernor Bramlette's inaugural address, declare 
that no terms can bo lawfully demanded of 
the revolting States except submission to the 
constitution and laws as they are. The reso- 
lutions declare at once that the war should be 
prosecuted vigorously and should be prose- 
ecuted for constitutional purposes. The radi- 
cals agree to the first part of the declaration 
but object to the last; nay, in their estima- 
tion the last neutralizes the first, insomuch 
that the whole declaration is tantamount to 



dU'ioyalty. In a •jri"', they Isold Rny»hing 
short of revolutionary abolitionism to be 
nothing shcrt of tre iron. This is the secret 
of the venomous and barefaced accusation in 
question, — an eccusation which is hurled in- 
discriminately at every couservative in the 

A very slrik'ng exem.jlifica.tion of thi3 fact 
is found in the tase of Mr. Fillmore, who has 
incurred the accusation by a statesmanlike 
and noble allusion to the war in a recent ad- 
dress at Buffalo. "But let us hope," he said, 
".hat an all-wise and merciful Providence 
will incline the hearts of tho people, North 
and South, to peace,— to a lasting peace, with 
a restored Union, cemented by fraternal affec- 
tion under our well-tried and glorious Con- 
stitution. Nor is this the time or place to ex- 
press an opinion as to the policy that should 
be pursued to reach so dtsirable an end. But 
one thing is clear, that much must be forgiven, 
if cot forgotten, on both sides, before this 
Union can ever be restored ; and therefore it 
is to be hoped that all unnecessary acts of 
cruelty, or wanton destruction of private 
property, or insult, or insolence in triumphing 
over a fallen foe will be avoided; for all 
such acts only fire the heart of our adversary 
with resentment and revenge, and thus 
protract the war, increase its horrors, 
and leave a sting which will render 
reunion more difficult, if not impossible. 
But it must be apparent to all that the lira 
step toward bringing this war to a close is to 
conquer the rebel army. Any negotiations 
for peace before this is dote would prove 
abortive ;»nd any professed clemency to those 
in arms, who defy our power, would be a j 
mockery, which would be treated with ridi- j 
cule,and contempt. But when We have con- 
quered their armies and disposed of their 
leaders, then let us show our magnanimity 
and generosity by winning back the deluded 
multitude who have been seduced or coerced 
into this rebellion by extending to them every 
act of clemency and kindness in our power, 
and by restoring them to all their rights under 
the Constitution. This I conceive to be Chris- 
tian forgiveness and the best policy, and the 
only one whicR can ever restore this Union. 
But to accomplish this the administration 
must bo supported in all its constitutional 
efforts to conquer and disperse the rebel army; 
and here let me remark that present appear- 
ances indicate a more bloody campaign 
the ensuing season than any we have yet had. 
The course of events has done much to 
incite the South and intensify its hatred 
to the North, and desperation will lend energy 
and boldness to their efforts. It is never wise I 
to underestimate the power ot your adver- ! 
sary. We must, therefore, give up tbe con- j 
test, and consent to dissolution, which, I ven- 
ture to say, no man who loves his country is 
prepared to do, or we must send an army into 
the field sufficiently strong to ensure success; 
for, it we do not conquer and disperso the rebel 
army the ensuing campaign, the war may be 
protracted indefinitely, and finally end in 
separation, dishonor, nnd utter ruin of the 
country. 1 say, therefore, that the adminis- 
tration must Lave sufficient men and money, 
and this though we may not always approve 
of the use that is made of either. We can 
only act in this matter through the pjwers 
that be. Anv other course would produce 
counter-revolution which would end in anar- 
chy." Nothing surely could bo gentler or 
more courteous than the terms in which these 
just views are couched; but the views, how- 
ever couched in words, form the essence of the 
conservative position, which the radicals no 
sooner snuffed than they opened their bat- 
teries of abuse upon the pure and illustrious 
patriot just as upon any ordinary copperhead. 
The instance is insti tictive. Let it be pondered 
by Kentuckians, with whom Mr. Fillmore is 
deservedly a favorite. Neither his exalted ser- 
vices in the past, nor bis present retirement, nor 
his dignified and spotless character, any more 
than the generous considerateness of his lan- 
guage, has saved him from the common fate 
of those who venture to couple an allusion to 
the principles of the constitution with a dec- 
laration in favor of the prosecution of the 
war. The very elevation and decorum of his 
remarks appear to have added fuel to the re- 
sentment of the radicals. "Although that 
gentleman," says the Buffulo Commercial Ad- 
vertiser, which belongs to the breed of polit- 
ical monsters self-styled conservative Repub- 
lican?, "has thes far preserved his accustom- 
ed reticence, as to his sentiments and opinions 
during the struggle in which our cauntry is 
engaged, it has. been no secret to many who 
pcs;etsed bis confidence, that his sympathies 
were not, to say the lea3t, on the side of the 
government. It has been known to some that 
be has thought the Uuion not worth preserv- 
ing un!e!3 slavery could be preserved with it." 
" We should have been glad," tho Advertiser 
continues, " to have placed upon record sjme 
words from Mr. Fillmore which would have 
identified him with the friends of the gov- 
ernment and the Union, instead of being 
obliged to class him, as we now do, among 
tbe bitterest opponents of the war and its 
conduct, in the infamous circle maje up of 
such men a3 Vallnndigham, the Woods, the 
Seymours, and the Brook3." And so howl 
the wide-mouthed pack.

When Millard Fillmore is thus denounced lor 
such an expression of conservatism in the 
quiet walks of his retirement, who of us in 
the dust and fury of the strife may hope to 
eecope denunciation? Who of us would care 
to escape it? Why, he who now is not stig- 
matized as a copperhead is presump- 
tively an abolitionist and a revolutionist. 
Tie stigma has come to be a badge 
of honor instead of disgrace. . The un- 
swerving patriotism of those to whom it is 
applied, combining with tho infamy of those 
who apply it, has transmuted the reproach 
into a panegyric. 

Certainly the reproach can have no terrors 
for the enlightened and gallant patriots of 
Kentucky. Yet it is the great scourge with 
which the revolutionary agents amongst us 
arc now endeavoring to whip in the freemen of 
thi3 Commonwealth and to prostrate them 
before the rolling Juggernaut of radicalism.

Our City's Need of Tens-musts.— Neve 
sine* tie history of Louisville began ha3 it 
been so crowded with people as at pre3ent. 
There are thousands called here by brines.', 
who would locate anion? us permanently, 
and swell the valualie industrial population 
of the city, could they obtuin tenements fjr 
their families, or I tores to suit their require- 
ments. From the lack of these, they are nec- 
essarily compelled to leave us, winch is a great 
disadvantage to our city and a disappointment 
to them. Tbe enterprise of our property 
holders should be earnestly cni promptly 
directed to the remedy of this evil, and we 
desire to ttrow out a suggestion or two upon 
the suHect. The company recently chartered 
by our Leglsla.ure, of which General J. T. 
Boy le is the Prtsiden', for the construction o! 
street railroads, have made proposals to oar 
City Council, in, which it is intended to place 
tracks along Jefferson street, from Tenth to 
the Bardstown pike; along Broadway from 
Tenth street lo Cave Hill Cemetery; along 
Preston street to the city limitj, and, also, 
alor-g Third, Brook, or First to the city limits. 
In the outskirts of the city there is much land 
now in commons, which ought to be pur- 
chased along these designated routes, and 
built upon, afterthe Philadelphia fashiou, with 
blocks of convenient houses for dwellings, 
which could be rented at moderate rates, and 
yet pay a handsome percentage on their cost. 
It would be greatly to the interest of prop- 
ertyholders to make these improvement* as 
they would bring more tax-payers into the 
City to share its municipal expenses, and ev- 
ery new family thus provided for would be 
an advantage to store-keepers of nil kinds. 
There are, too, in ths older or business por- 
tions of our city, a large number of houses 
which have stores in their basements, but 
very little dwelling room in the upper sto- 
ries. As these are nearly all much dilapi- 
dated, they shc.-.M be replaced at once by 
three or four-story buildings, each of which 
would accommodate a business man and his 
family. We are puzzled to find a reason for 
the disinclination of our capitalists to build, 
when rents are so high and must continue 
so. The population of Louisville could be 
raised to 100,000 before the next census is 
taken, if proper attention were paid to pro- 
viding bouses for those who desire to settle 
here. It is therefore of the u'ruost import- 
ance that some movement should be made 
in this direction. 



KIT*' In any remarks we have made upon 
the repulse and retreat of Gonerals Smith and 
Grierson, we have not intended to cast the 
slightest imputations up6u those distinguish- 
ed officers.

At that time Owen, with 
1,508 enrolled militia, had contributed only 83 
volunteers to the Federal service, which wa3 
a smaller ratio than any other county in the 
State except Calloway, Hickman, and Mc- 
Cracken. We have not heard of any active 
volunteering in Owen which could have 
placed her so far ahead of Jefferson, Oldhtm, 
and Henry. The report of General Boyle 
showed that Jefferson, out of her 10,236 ea- 
rolled militia, had contributed 0,523 volun- 
teers, Henry had given 352 out of 795, and 
Oldham 248 out of 534, which is about one- 
half of their populations subject to draft. Of 
the aggregate number of 5.872 three-years 
volunteers sent from the four- counties of our 
district, Owen had given but 47. There cer- 
tainly must be some mistake in the informa- 
tion of the Democrat, or there has been a new 
and Epiriled infusion of loyalty in that 
quarter. 

JQTGold has taken a rUe in Richmond 
since the passage of the funding bill, which 
was to reform the currency. At latest ac- 
counts thirty dollars in Confederate money 
were required to purchase one in gold— the 
promise to pay of the rebel government being 
rated at three cents and a third on the dollar. 
The Richmond papers speak of a "panic" on 
the publication of the currency bill. "Prices 
immediately leaped up," says the Richmond 
Dispatch. Flour is $250 per barrel in Rich- 
mond, and no wheat for sale; corn $30 per 
bushel, "and scarce." 

Only think of -it. Every rebel soldier 13 
paid in Confederate currency, and he mu3t 
serve more than a year and a half to get 
money enough to buy a barrel of Hour for his 
family. How long can such thiog3 last? 



Massachusetts is going to establish a 
military school and expend $175,000,000 to 
teach her young men how to fight. She had 
better, until the war 13 over, induce them to 
volunteer and trust to the military authorities 
to teach them how to fight. There's nottime 
to educate young men at military schools for 
this war. Let the youth, who would study 
the art of war, study it in the camp and the 
battle-field. The lessons learned there will be 
remembered. 

Tomb of Ezra me Scriiib. — The Jews in 
the heart of Asia are bestirring themselves to 
erect a monument to the memory of the great 
restorer of their sacred writings. Two thou- 
sand five hundred years have elapsed since a 
spot in the desert, at the confluence of the Eu- 
phrates and Tigris, received his honored re- 
mains. The monument proposed ia a college 
tor the study ot the writings preserved through 
the care of Ezra for the civilized world.

The case of Absolom Rose, a cor- 
poral in cotr.piny L, nth Kentucky cavalry, 
will be presented. Company L of the 5th 
cavalry was formerly company G of the 31th 
Kentucky infautry. The company was en- 
listed for mounted service, and, on first or- 
ganization, was assigned to the 34t'a regi- 
ment; but, a chort time ago, it was detached 
from the .".4th and consolidated with the 5th 
cavalry. Rose is charged with drunkenness on 
and absence without leave, having left 
ihTregiment at Elizabethtown. 

That our readers may more fully understand 
the working of ihe latter Court, we furnish 
them with a brief explanation. It meets first 
in the morning as a Military Commission, but, 
no business on band, aJjourns as' a Commis- 
sion, and organizes as a Court-martial. A 
Military Court, for want of business, or other 
specified reasons, can adjourn over two days, 
but not longer. When the Commission meets 
in the morning and finds no business, but is 
aware that the Judge Advocate will present a 
ccurt-martial case, likely to occupy two days' 
investigation, the Commission can then ad- 
journ to meet on the third day, and the body, 
resolving itself into a Court-martial, can con- 
tinue the case for two successive days with- 
out meeting as a Commission.

The Liquor Question — Business at the

Affaibs in and about Chattanooga. — 
From last Saturday's Gazette we learn that 
Lieutenant Slocum, of the S2d Indiana, is 
dead, from the effects of his wound received 
near Ringgold. His wife, by the detention of 
the cars, did not reach there until after his 
death. On Friday a freight train ran off the 
track at Shell Mound, killing the fireman and 
seriously injuring the engineer. They arc 
getting up a pacing race to pass away the time. 
Another detachment of the 3d Wisconsin, under 
Lieut. Hibtard, has leflfor home on furlough; 
the whole regiment except about thirty has 
re-enlisted. The veterans, as they reach head- 
quarters, start immediately for the front and 
their respective regiments. The Oth Michi- 
gan, just returned after furlough, has been 
attached to the Provost Marshal's office as per- 
manent guard. Brig. Gen. Steinwheir, of tao

SENATE. 

Mr. Foote presented a petition from Eli 
Thayer, praying for the passAjre of a l*w coa- 
CEcatinfr the l&nda of rehrls aud distributinit 
them amsDR freedoien. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Slavery and Freedmen. 

Mr. Conness introduced a bill to aid in the 
construction of a railroad from the Missouri 
river to the Pacific Ocean, passed July 1, 1862. 
Referred to the special Committee on the 
Pacific Railroad. 

On motion of Mr. Sumner, the bill repeal- 
ing all dcts for the rendition of fugitive slave3 
was made the special order for Wednesday 
night. 

Mr. Kernan offered the following: 

Resolved, Tbat a quorum of the Senate 
consist of a majority of Senator.) duly chosen 
and qualified. 

Resolved, That if a majority of the Presi- 
dent's electors, duly appointed and qualified, 
Tote for one person, he is the President. 
^Resolved, That if the election of President 
devolves npon the House of Representative*, 
and the vote9 of a majority of the States rep- 
resented in the House be cast for one person, 
he is the President. Referred to the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary, and ordered to be printed. 

On motion of Mr. Doolittle, the bill grant- 
ing lands to aid the construction of a railroad 
from St. Paul to the bead of L Superior 
we? postponed until Thursday. 

The Senate went into eilri session at quar- 
ter past 3 o'ciock, und subsequently adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

Sonic weeks ago a resolution passed, order- 
ing one thousand five hundred copies of Lan- 
man's Directory of Congress at a copyright of 
two dollars apiece. This resolution was after- 
watdstepealcd. To-day, Mr. Spaulding offered 
a resolution to remove the doubts which have 
aiisen as to the binding force and efficiency of 
either of these resolutions, offering all the 
particulars of the one which heretofore passed, 
providing for the printing of the work, save 
only tbat the price shall be limited to one dol- 
lar. Alter an hour spent on this subject, the 
lerolution passed by 16 majority. 

Mr. Cox offered a resolution calling on the 
) President, if compatible with the p'tblic inter- 
est, to inform the House what steps he bad 
taken or is about to take for the exchange of 
prisoners, and that he communicate all the 
published correspondence in relation to said 
exchange. 

Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, objected, and 
eo the resolution lies over. 

Mr. Alley, of Massachusetts, from the Com- 
mittee on Post-ofiice3 and Po3t- roads, reported 
a bill requiring all sailing and steam vessels 
between the United States and foreign coun- 
tries to carry the mails for< such reasonable 
compensation aa may be deemed proper, au- 
thorizing the Postmaster-General to contract 
for four years for the carrying of all matter 
other than letters to the Pacific coast by sea. 
lbc bill was passed. 

The House proceeded to the consideration 
of the Senate's amendments to the deficiency 
till. 

Mr. Brooks sta'ed that among the appropri- 
ations for the Quartermaster's Department 
were items for the transportation of troops to 
difftrtnt S-ales, who were thus sent in tha ir> 
terc-»t of tbe Administration to control the 
elections by outvoting the conservative power. 
He appealed from the majority of the House to 
A muhTy Cod to reprobate such proceeding?. 
He wculd not vote one dollar until such items 
were made clear. 

Mr. Stevens replied to Mr. Brook?, Saying, 
U to his appeal from the majority of the 
House t another tribunal, tbat he (Stevens) 
did not know tbat either party had standing 
in tbat court to try the issue. Mr. Stevens ex- 
plain; d the bill. When it was first reported, 
the call for five hundred fnou3.and more troops 
had been nude, and the Senate amendments 
wero not made to provide for the equipments 
of these troops. 

Mr. BrooLs mace a speech denouncing the 
extravagance in military expenditures. 

Mr. Steven9 thought that if the items in 
ihis bill were improper, tbe gentlemen could 
vole them down* 

Mr. Smith, of Kontucky, advocated the 
rtem cf $300,000 for tho ui«ji<.-»i aiiendaace 
of contrabands. 

Mr. Mallory, of Kentucky, opposed it, wish- 
ing to confice the appropriation to thoie ac- 
tually employed in the army. 

The item of $300,000 for medical attendance 
on contrabands being under consideration, 
elicited some debate, during which Mr. Smith, 
of Kcctuckj, i B ,d that the South cared noth- 
ing for us, and would destr3y both white and 
black to overthrow our government For 
himself, f peaking as a slaveholder, and whosa 
fr.milv, as far as he could trace back, were 
slave-holders, he wou'.d be ever ready to glvo 
aid and comfort to any slave who would es- 
cape from bis rebel master, and make him a 
free man. The Government, if wanting in 
means to put down the rebellion, was at liberty 
to take his horse?, negroes, corn, or anything 
else. After a long deti.itr, involving political 
questions, the committee rose, and the Houce 
adjourned. , 

\r:w York, . March 7. 

The steamer Arago has arrived from HiltDn 
Head and Charleston bar on tbe 4th. Sie 
brings some twenty officers who were wound- 
ed in Florida, and fitty-fonr rebel deserters. 
♦ Colonels Rush, Mooro, Somm:, Meyer, Sli- 
dell, and Jackson are anions the passenger?. 

NotbiDp Dew from Charleston. The born.-, 
bardmtnt sill! continued with good effect. 
The rebels replied at intervals, rarely doing 
anv injury. 

'The supply steamer Bermuda ia reoarted to 
have been captured by a rebel privateer in 
tight of Fort Pickens, afteran exciting chase. 

All wag quiet at Jacksonville on tbe 2d. 
Reinforcornects are rapidly arriving, and 
General Seymour's portion was suffici:ntly 
fe.rmidiible to repel any attack. 

Our troops aro on one side of tbo town, 
eon.e of tbcm at a distance of eight miles. 

The fortifications in front of' Jacksonville 
ate of the nicst extensive character. 

A flag of truce had communicated with the 
rebels for the purpose of endeavoring to ob- 
tain our wennded who fell iuto their hands. 
The rrqeest was refused. 

The main body of the enemy are encamped 
between Ten-mile Run and Daldron, with a 
corsideraTjle force at Ten- mile Run. 

The rebels admit their loss to be enormous, 
forno even setting it as high as 4,000. 
, On the 27ih a ekirmish occurred between 
our cavalry and some rebels, near Camp 
1'iEEtgan. The rebels had fire wounded. 
None ol our men were hurt. 

U"n. Gilraore arrived at Jacksonville on 
the 29,1. 

Washington, March 7. 

An official announcement is made of ths re- 
ceipts and expenditures, exclusively cf trust 
funds from October 1st to December 31st, by 
which it appears that the receipts from cus- 
toms, were newly $233,000 000, public lands 
$110,000, from direct tax $14,000, from inter- 
nal fi- .(- ; i i.OOO, from incidental and 
miscellaneous sources $250,000, and the re- 
mainder Irom bonds, certificates of indebted- 
ness, arfd interest-bearing treasury notes. 
The expenditures were $3". 7,260.000, includ- 
ing for the War Department $163,300,000, 
Navy l>>partment $4,000,000, redemption of 
certificates of indebtedness $57,000,000, and re- 
imbursements of temporary loan $82 500,000. 

Cincinnati, March 7. 

Gen. Grant passed through here this morn- 
ing on his way to Washington. 

Despatches to the Gazette from Chattanooga 
indicate that the rebels were pressing our 
lines. Our advance has been withdrawn frjm 
Tunnel Hill to Ringgold. 

The rebel furnaces at Atlanta bad stoppsd 
running for wantofcoal. 

Advices from Knoxville of the 5th say 
that Longstreet was supposed to be at Green- 
viJlo. His forces held Bull's Gap. It is 
though . tbat only a small part of bis army 
bas gone to Georgia. Our advance is near 
the Mountain. 

MEHPnis, March 5. 
The election for sheriff is progressingguiet- 
ly to-day. There i3 great activity among the 
patty friends of the different candidates. An 
efficial count will be required to ascertain the 
rei nit. 

Reports are current that Gen. Sherman hid 
reti med to Vicksburg, and it is generally be- 
lieved in official circles. But nothing definite 
yet bus been received. There has been no ar- 
rival from that place. McPherson's corp3 is 
repotted between Jackson and Big Black 
river, and Hurlbut's near Brandon. Definite 
news is hourly expected. 

Adjutant Cohen has been arrested for fur- 
nishing exemption passes, for fifty dollars 
apiece. 

Washington, March 7. 

The House Ways and Means Committee dis- 
cussed the national banking system at length 
in their session this morning. 

An order is to be issued detailing soldiers 
who desire to serve in the navy to numerous 
vessels which are now waiting for their 
crews. 

Senator Fessenden, who has been ill, is bet- 
ter, and will probably be in the Senate to- 
morrow. 

New York, March 7. 
Rumors are afloat here of the capture of 
Nevbemby the rebels, which are doubtless 
untiue. 

A quarter of a million of live-twenliss were 
sold on Wall street for Amsterdam. 

The bank abatement of the increase in loans 
were $7,327,278, decrease in specie $1,080,029, 
increase in circulation $25,898, and increase 
in deposits $4,048,060. 

Nashville, March 7. 

A party of guerillas prevented an election 
in Hickman county, on Saturday last, de- 
stroy ing the boxes and scattering the ballots. 
The band wae under the leadership of a 
notorious fellow named Cowan. This is only 
an instance of the interir.ptions ocrtirring in 
Gen. R-usseau's district.

The Wofid's New Orleans ietter reports 
20,000 rebels as inarching through Westeru 
Louisiana. 

General Banks sent n large oavalry and in- 
fantry force into the Tcche country. 

It is rumored that the 2d Louisiana caval- 
ry has been captured by the rebels. 
" The naval attack on Mobile is said, by the 
same correspondent, to be a mere demonstra- 
tion against Fort Gaines, and to prevent 
Maury from going to help Polk. 

It is rumored tbat one or two ve3sel3 were 
crippled, and the fleet put out of range. Tbe 
Cnlbonn is said to have been sunk. 

Orr troops are rapidly returning from Pas3 
Cavello, Texas, and those already arrived 
have gone to the Teche, where some 12,000 
of . our men are concentrated. 

The Herald's Army of the Potomac special 
rays: Deseatera report the rebel supplie3 ex- 
hausted. The army is receiving nothing from 
Richmond, and the greatest difficulty is ex- 
perienced to subsist the troops. Large details 
were made daily to forage south of the Rapid 
Ann. 

Knoxville, March 6. 

The county elections yesterday passed 
quietly. The whole number of vote3 cast iu 
Knoxville was 2G1, against an average vote 
in time of peace of 700. Making allowancs 
for absentees in the army and elsewhere, ths 
vote i3 lull and larger than wa3 anticipated.

A brigade of rebel cavalry dashed into our 
lines to-day at Mossy Creek, but were hand 
soniely repulsed. We took a few prisoners. 

Washington, March 7. 

A recent correspondence between the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of the Treasury has 
given occasion to some telegrams unjust to 
both. There is the highest authority for 
saying that neither letter contained more 
than a frank explanation of their respective 
positions, and that nothing in them evinced 
the slightest abatement of natural respect 
and confidence. 

The Senate ratified the treaties made with 
the various branches of the Idaho Indians by 
Governor Oaty, of Utah, for the protection of 
ihe overland emigrants, the security of the 
proposed Pacific railroad and telegraph line, 
and for the safety of miners in Idaho and Utah.

I'l BLIC LAWS PASSED BY TH1 BflWtSLATUBI 
OF KANU'lKY AX ll'a SESSION 13631. 

The public printer having been directed to 
publish in pamphlet form the laws passed at 
the late session of the Legislature, wo shall 
lay before our readers, as we can liud room, 
all those which are of general interest.

fractional or postal currency; or shall erase or 
alter the same: or shall tender in payment, 
utter, vend, exchange, barter, or demaud to 
have exchanged or bartered for money or other 
things of value, any such erased, altered, 
counterfeited, or simulated Tieasurv- note, 
fractionpl or postal currency, or have tho 
same in hi» possession, nr uuder his control, 
with intent pass or use the same, know- 
ing the stun* »i ■ so forged, counterfeited, 
erased, altered, or simulated, he shall be 
confiiiiV n the f'eniteutiary, upon indict- 
ment tnd coiiVio(ion l not less than two nor 
niorav kW*> •** yean.

to cover all liabilities of the bank, iu the event 
the assets retained should prove insufficient 
for that purpose: Provided, That the state- 
ments preseutcd with this bill shall be con- 
clusive evidence against the Bank, "as to the 
condition of the Bank iu all settlements with 
the Commission of the Sinking Fund.

tion of this act to give or send notice of the 
dishonor of such paper to such of the parties ! 
thertto as are required by law lo be notified 
to fix their liability ou such paper; and when 
the residence of any such parties is unknown j 
to the notary public, he shall send the not ices ' 
to the holder of such paper, and ho shall I 
state in his protest the names of the parties | 
to whom he scut or gave such notices, and | 
the time and manner of giving the .same; and 
such statement, iu such protest, shall be 
prima facie evidence lhat such notices were 
given- or sent, as therein stated, by such no- 
tary 

Sec. 4. That if any notary public shall 
falsely state, in such protest, that notices 
were given or sent by him, when, iu fact, 
such notices were not given or sent, as so 
stated by him, he shall be deemed guilty of 
a violation of his official oath, and be subject 
to the penalties now prescribed by law for 
false swt ariug, and shall also be liable to the 
pai ty or parties injured for such damages as 
they may sustain by such false statement. 

Sec. 5. That when any bill of exchange, or 
other commercial paper, has heretofore, or 
shall hereafter, be protested in any other 
State of these United States, in which the 
same is made payable, and by the laws of 
said Slate the notary public or other officer 
legally authorized to protest the same, is re- 
quired to give or send notice of the dishonor 
thereof to the parlies, or when his certificate 
or a copy thereof that such notice or notices 
were sent, is evidence thereof in tho courts 
of such Slate, the same shall be received as 
evidence in all the courts of this Common- 
wealth, in all actions on such bills ol ex- 
change, aud have the same effect as evidence, 
as is given to such evidence in the comes of 
such Stale. 

Sec. G. That for recording each protest, as 
requited by the first section of litis act, the 
notary public shall be allowed, in addition to 
his present fees, the sum of seventy-five cents, 
but shall forfeit all his fees by failing to re- 
cord his protest, as reqnjreel by the first sec- 
tion of this act, ami also be fined for each 
failure the sum of $5, to be recovered by 
warrant, in the name of the Commonwealth, 
before any justice of the peace of the couu- 
ty where such failure occurs. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect in Hiirly 
days after its passage.
